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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 



1 . Applicant's election with traverse of Group I, claims 1-24 in Paper No. 3 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the Examiner fails to show that a serious 
burden would be required to examine both Groups as opposed to examiner of Group I. This is 
not found persuasive because a prima facie case of serious burden has been made within the 
requirement. As per MPEP 803, the prima facie case may be rebutted by Applicant with 
appropriate showings or evidence. However, Applicant's response provides no such showing or 
evidence as a rebuttal. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

2. Claims 25-30 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 , 142(b), as 
being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in Paper No. 3. 



3. Claims 16-24 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In claim 16, line 1 1, "a second sheet of plastic material" is unclear insofar as a first sheet 
of plastic material was not previously defined.

Claims 1-15 are allowed. 
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5. Claims 16-24 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

6. In view of the indicated allowability of claims 1-24, response this office action should 
include either cancellation of claims 25-30 or other appropriate action (37 CFR 1.144).
